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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that JP'636 discloses a means 
for supplying lubricating oil in a reverse and contrary fashion as the recited gearbox adaptor stating that in the claimed gearbox adaptor 
"the flow passage is manipulated outside the casing and then follow inwardly" . Examiner notes that the hub is designated by element 
number 41 . Examiner has interpreted elements inside the annulus of the hub such as piston 45F to be located in the Interior portion of 
the hub. Any portions outside of the interior portion are considered as the exterior. Consequently, shaft S3, for example, is exterior to 
the hub and the passage through which fluid is carried in the shaft Is an exterior passage on an exterior of the hub. The passage 
dumping into the chamber behind piston 45F is an interior passage. When the fluid flows from the passage in the shaft S3 to the 
chamber behind piston 45F, the flow is considered to be in a radially inward direction since the flow travels radially from an exterior of 
the hub to an interior of the hub. Accordingly, the rejections have been maintained . 
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
